ENGLISH OFFICIAL AND BREEDER DIES. 



Was Popular and Member of the Noted Family 
Which Bred Blink Bonny and Blair Athol. 



One famous in connection witli racing in England 
passed on when Mik*> r.Vns4>n ilied in his home at 
llnugcrfoni House. Maltoii. .Monday. February Id. 
The IWnson family has long »M*en ass<K*iated with 
the lM‘st phaM*s of Englisli i suing and especially 
iiot 4 *d in having lin'd many of th«* most eelehrate<l 
horses 4if English turf lilstory. In this country a 
son <»f their graml linHMlmare. Queen .Mary founded 
a family that is still virile ami imiMirtaiit. This 
iiors«* was K<mtd(‘ Si'iitlaml, wliieh is now best rep- 
res<'nt»‘«I in our pr«‘S4*nt hrmsiing hy H«'ii Brush. 
Delhi and Broomstick, of the dead man and his 
rainily''* \v«nhl fannnis Blink Bonny Stinl. I»ndou 
S|Mirling Life said: 

••Tlie name of r.Vnson is known and resiH'cted in 
s|Nirting eir«'h*s throughout the length and breadth 
«if till' <*4inntry, for ho hn<l lM*en »*onne4*t«*d with the 
little northern sporting town <if .Malton for nearly 
seveiitv y«*ars past. Not <nily has tin- 4le<*eased 
ami his well known brother. William I’.Vnson, the 
trainer. «hiiH* liis Is'st of late y**ars to inen'ase the 
ra«ing t»r«‘stig<* of the town, but it may in? saiii 
tliat. seeoml only t<» J<ihii Seoit. it was to their 
father tliat the gn*at eininein*e to which si>ort in 
tin* north has attained, was essentially due. When 
the late William IWiisiai went to .Malton in 1H49. 
Scott was having it pr«*ity mneh his owu way in 
the nortli. but lie soon dlseov»‘re«l tiint in tlie dlfli- 
4iilt art of training he had fonml in William FAuson 
an oppoiK'iit of no mean skill. The history of <ihi 
Qiioeii Mary and William IWiison and his lucky 
asHK-iatlon with the mitahle mare is so well known 
tliat it is almost m*edh*ss to r«*prodm*e it at length 
lM*re. .Siirti»M«*nt to say that sin* laid the fmindatlon 
of the r.\iis4m’s fortunes, and which Caller On. 
Blink Bonny. Blair .\thol and others did s<3 much to 
4'iihiiin*«*. 

••.Mile.s r.\nson was tlie f<mrth son of the late 
William l’.\iis(ni. and was liorii at Spring Cottage. 
Norton on .Tnin' 1.5. 1S.54I. verv s«»on after the fatln*r 
liad left S<*otland for the goml little northern rncipg 
town, of «'<inrse. Miles himself could personally re- 
monilM-r but littb* of the earlier fame which came 
to Ids fatln-r in the first ami second d<*<*ades of ills 
resideine in Malton. He used readily to admit tliat 
Qin*i*ii .Mary, t aller on and Blink Bonny were hut 
more names to him until he grew up. He was only 
sev 4 *n y«*ars old when Blink Ibumy won her .seii.sa- 
tional dual viet*»ry at Epsom, hut at an early age 
1 m* gave evideneo of the ze.al and energy which ho 
liad in racing, ami which has since marked him as 
a bneder and a model clerk of the course*, in which 
dual capacity dee«a»<*d was for many years very 
prominent. ^ 

••'File racing nu'n of the ’fifties and ’si.vtics *h‘w 
more tin* iate brothers Kobert ami Tom l’.\nson 
than iln*y did of William and .Mih*s. and it was 

l»erliaps not until the death of tln*ir father in issl 
tliat the two latter U'gan to make their mark. 

The late William l AinMin ha<I l>ought what is now 
known as the Blink Bonny breiMlng farm and tin* 

llighfield estate ithe old iMUne <»f tin* imtable Bill 
Sroiti: ainl at his «leath tin* stinl farm was loft to 
Mib's r.Xnson. and tin* training estate at Hlghfi**bl 
to William— In'inv Miles* **arlie8t *^p«rlenee in tlie 
rai'iiig world was as a brciHler. Wh“n tin* late Wll- 
liitiii I’.Vnson’s stud was sold early in 18sl, there 

were in it some ver.v wi-althy stiM’k, and a large 
and infiiientiMl ImmIv «if turfites, as w«*ll as the g<*n- 
eial pnhiie. asscniMoil at tin* disiMTsal of the stud. 

During the time William l Ansoii. Sf.. had l»een at

J. F. Newman, with 
stable earnings at Juarez of $5.:;77. to whicli ids iinprovt'd young horse, rin-le B4*n, is tlie {irincipal e4ni- 
trJbnt4ir. Catesliy Woo<lford’.« ln>r.ses have d4»ne well at Charleston and he is third in the list, but closely 
pri s.s4‘d b.v W, A, .Mass4*y, K, F. Curm.an’s hors(*s have 4»nly lately began t4> win. but now that they are 
roiindiiig Into ra4*ing condition it Is more than probable that he will soon advance alKive his prcst*ut* posi 
ii(»n of fifth.

In the spring of ISSl .Mr. William FAnson took 
lip his resilience at Highfleld and entered on that 
long carei*r of suec*essful training wtieh he continues 
up to the pri'sent. .Mr. .Miles FAnson followed his 
father at Hnngerforil House, which he bait p«T- 
I'hasiMl from the executors of the jockey Charlton, 
who hail built It for himself soon after his noteil 
victorli's on Blink Bonny. With M’lII Chlvers (still 
titlon for thi'ni. seven of the old maii*’s descendants 
in tbt' land of the living i as bis right hami 
man. Miles cirtitiniied the Blink Bonny Stud and 
emini'ntly well ki*pt up its record, to which the 
successful ye.arllng sales at Doncaster for many 
yi'ars lM»re ti'stimony. With the m*ar proximity 
of the Highfields training establishment the bnith 
4*rs FAnson couM manage tho dual 'business of 
briH'dlng ami racing with greati'r advantagi*. and 
tho tW4> estahlishmeuts attained cuusiderahle no 
toriety in the next two ilecadi's, Frominentl.v ei^n- 
nected with the Blink Bonny Stud were the initeil 
horsi's Beaiich*n* (a great favorite of William 
F Anson’s I. Bri'ud Knife, Selby. Kenilworth. Bos- 
phorus. M’aterford, Ingoldsby. Fetros and others. 
Beauolere himself was bred at the Malton estab- 
lishment and fetehed 1,050 guineas as a ,V4*ai- 
ling, whilst Maearoiiea, another yearling, maiic 
‘J.;500 guineas. I>;idy Mnm*a»ter. the dam of Spe(*4l- 
well. was anotlier of note*, her name, it will l»e 
reniemhi‘r4*4l. figuring eonspieuously in the p(*<ligree 
of Baynrdo. La«ly Mnni-aster was b.v IS4>uomy out 
Bine Eight, a mare that not only diil goiKl iluty at 
ilighfi4‘l4l. 1ml also at the Blink Bonny Stud. 

(ither g«KMl horses thiTc were, but it is unnec- 
essary to ipiote further. Suttitdent ti> sa.v tliat the 
ilei-eased kept up the stinl with the same abiltiy 
as shown by his late father, like whom he was 
determined to have none hut the best in the estal»- 
lishment; and on this i»rincipl4> be (Kmtlmied until 
some four or five years ago. when declining health 
induced him to part from this part of his conm*c- 
tion with tho turf, and lie sold tho idd idace to Kir 
John Thnrsby. who also siibseiiuentl.v took over the 
Hightiebl training establishment, and together these 
have made a j>erfect mod(*l I»r(*edlng and training 
estate, whidi is likely to keeii up the sporting 
prestige of .Malton for many .vears to come. 

“The exact date at which Mr. Miles FAnson took 
up his duties of clerk of the course we have not just 
in>w at hand, but his e<Hine4.*tion therewith arose 
through the declining Imalth of the late Mr. Riehard 
Johnson, one of the coolest anil best racing officials 
who ever maile a handicap or jinlged a race. At tlie 
beginning of his career in this department the ile- 
ci'ased was associated with the late T. S. Dawson. 
Ills hrother-in-law. ‘the sou of the I*retender.’ as hi* 
was called, and the eouncction was kept up until 
Daw.son’s death in 18Sd. sinee which time he has 
been assisted by Mr, J. S. Atkinson, his nephew. 

••For fully thirty years the deceased has been 
prominent as clerk of the course, which has brought 
him into pleasant contact with racing men through- 
out the length and breadth of England, as well as 
over the border. He only held a license to act as 
eb*rk of the coiirsi* and stakeholder, and a striking 
ovideuee of the efficiency with which he fulfilled 
those duties is iiroved by the numlM*r of meetings 
which he managed almost up to his death. .Vmongst 
these ma.v Ik? ennnieratt'il (^osfortli Park. Doneastor. 
Redcar. Thirsk. Ripon. Pontefract, Catterlck Bridge. 
Beverley. York, and Edinburgh. 

“Mr. .Miles FAnson never married. Almost ever* 
since the death of his father he lived at Hunger 
ford House with his sister, the widow of the late 
Mr. T. S. Atkinson. The mansion Is full of mem- 
ories of the past— OU3 an admirable paiuting of 
Blink Bonny, with ('liarlton up. by Harry Hnl’. 
which .Mr. .Miles great. y priztsl: a portrait of Chari 
ton hiniself. and two of Blink Bonny’s hoofs. IK*- 
eeaseii also to the last owned and greatly valued the 
ohl van wliieli was n«K*d to c*onvey Blink Bonny to 
Epsom to her great victories, when traveling facili- 
ties wen* less plentiful uiul luxurious than they are 
at tho im*seiit day. His father. William F.Xuson. 
himself gave the skeleton of Blink Bonny, and the 
stirrup which Charlton lost when riding her tu vie- ! 
tory in the Oaks, to the museum at York, when* 
thev can Ik* sei*n at the present day. 

“He liked to talk of the old times in which his 
father took so prominent a part, and he readily ad 
initted that his lK*st information of those times was 
derived from the veteran Mr. Sidney .Taeobs. who 
was closely i-onneeteil with, and managed the affairs 
for his Either In the Blink Bonny days of the early 
fifties, and who was a iK'rfeet vade iiiecuni on spiirt. 
He it was who Keriin*d (Uiarlton to ride Blink Boiniy 
for the Derby and Oaks, his services lM»lng available 
solelv owing to some unpleasHiiiness lM*tween Chari 
ton and Baron Rothschild. Thus Carlton’s mount 
on Blink Boifnv may he called a chance one. 

“.\ singnl.sr fact can l»e n couited in connection 
with Blink Bonny’s career. She was not really in- 
tendi'il for the Derby In 1S57. She was brought 
from Malton to Epsom, snfl'ering at that time 
greatly from teething troubles, and the stable b.id 
their iiionev on her companion. Strut hnuvcr. belong- 
ing to the* late Mr. C. Harrison: Imt when at E|» 
Hi»m. Mr. IWrison. on the Monday lM*fore the raci-. 
galloped Blink Bonny over the conrse with Strat!i 
naver. and as she Iwat the latter eleverl.v. the mont'.v 
was at once put Into the market, and the mare eon 
seducutly caure back from 41) to 1 to 20 to 1 taken 



at the start, whilst she left off just five poiuts bet- 
ter in demand than Strathnaver. The result is now 
history, but '.Miles’ used to say that .Mr. Sidney 
Jacobs was entitled to ‘all the honors.’ ”

Following the lead of tin; legislative candidates of 
the Seventh Ward, who ileeinred for the s(H>rt, tin* 
GimkI Government League of the Fifth Ward has 
come out with a pledge to have its i*epreseutatlve 
work for the re|K*al of the Locke law. 

The I'lfth Ward leaguers lM*lieve that the whide 
matter is one of local option and that it should Ik* 
put to a Vote of the p«*i»pb* of New Orleans. This 
tlM* friends .*r racing have all along wanted and slioiibi 
siieh a sidiition Im* di*i‘idi*il u|m>ii the sport, aeeordin*; 
to their ideas, will quickly Ik* re-established. 

When raeifig was abolisheil there were two tno.l 
ern tracks that annually eoudiioled long winter ni**el 
lugs. If the K|iort Is resumed it will be at the Fair

Amoret secured a wjnning lead before the horses 
straightened awa,v for the stri'teh drive.

THOMAS F. RYAN'S BREEDING VENTURE. 

Imported Stallion. Sea King, Established at Head 
of Oak Ridge Stud in Virginia. 

New York. February 27. — Thomas Fortune Ryan, 
one of the newest reeniits to the ranks of American 
breeders of the thoroughbred, has followed the 
examples (*f the veteran l'at»t. R. .1. Hancock and 
Henry T. Oxnaiil, atid e.stablislied his stud in the 
Piedmont section of Virginia, nak Ridge, his vast 
estate -lO.CNiO aon^s in extent— is pieturesiniely situ- 
ated within Hie shadow of the lUue Ridge, midway 
lietween I'harlottesville and Lynchburg. It lies 
thirty-live miles distant, as tlie crow tiles, from 
Fllerslie. the Idrthplaee of .Morello and Riiss«*ll and 
the present home of ('elt ami Glorifier, and aliout 
150 miles from Blue Ridge, the country seat of .Mr. 
Oxnard, where are domiciled thoM* veteran aspirants 
for stud distinction. l*rim*c of .MellMmriie and Golden 
Maxim, and the younger stallions. King James and 
Fayette. 

.Sentiment had something to <lo with the selection 
by .Mr. Ryan of Oak Rid.gc as ids countr.v place, for 
it was in Nelson t'ounty that 1 h» was reared. The 
old Ryan homestead is part of the m*w estate. Mr. 
Ryan mixed shrewd business sense with sentiment 
when he set out to buy his farm, with the result 
that Oak Ridge comprises the most fertile and best 
wateretl land to i»e found in Nelson (.'mint.v. 

A Virginian of old stock. Ryan is congenitally 
a lover t»f fine horses and a business association of 
many years with the late IVilliam C. Wliiiney 
sliari>ened his Interest in the tliorongldued. Years 
ago .Mr. Wliitue.v urged ids younger associate to 
mix a l)lt of racing in with iinsiness for iliversion 
and recreation, and Mr. Ryan promised lie w<mld. 
It was not until five .vears after .Mr. Whitney's 
deatli tiiat he felt he eoidd siian; time for racing, 
but when he decided finally t«> take up the sjmrt 
he difl as Mr. IVhitney had done liefore. He es- 
tablished a breeding farm ami prepan>d to race 
only stock of his own production. 

.Mr. Ryan's is the gcHMl old-fashioned English idea 
of racing, the idea that has bet*n followed in this 
countr.v h.v such distingiiishi'd sportsim*n as Col. 
William U. Jolmson, Idmself a Virginian; George 
Lorillard and Ids brother Pierre. David Dunlium 
M’ithers. t'ol. William P. Tluunpson. .lolm ^lorris. 
.Alexander Johnston Cassatt, the Ih'lmonts. father 
and son; Gen. Stephen Sanford. Uoliert Chamblet 
Hooper of Boston. Janies B. K(*eiie, C'apt. E. B. 
Cassatt and t'larenee H. Maekay. 

In a quiet way he set about to acquire suitable 
stallions and brootlniares. and he has bought without 
considering price at the advice of Maj. Foxliall 
Daingerfield, a follow-Virginian. and Richard t'rokcr. 
whom ho knew fifteen or twenty years ago. when 
Mr. Croker's genius guided the councils of Tam- 
many Hail. 

Through .Major Daingerfield .Mr. Ryan bought tlie 
stallions Monsieur dc L'Ornio and Ellisdale and ilie 
twelve thoroughbred mares which were the start of 
the Oak Ridge Stud. On .Mr. Croker’s advice ho 

i nirebased the handsome young English stallion Sea 
xing. a son of I’ersimnion and .Sea Air (she by 

Isouoniy), and eight or ten big boned mares of Irish 
hunting .stock. 

Mr. Ryan expressed to .Mr, Croker and Major Dain- 
gerfiold his desire to brt'i'd stout-hearted, long dis- 
tance ninner.s. and their purchases in his behalf were 
made accordingly. If. as will presently Ik? shown, 
the stallions and msu'es of the Oak Rillge Stud do 
not get and protluce a race of distance runners, 

there is nothing in the theory of selection. 

Sea King was taken dut of training in 1010 to be 
shipped to the Ryan farm a few days after he liad 
shouldered IIS ]Kuinds and defeated a band of good 
distance ninners over the mile and a quarter coursi' 
at .Ayr. Ho belonged to the sfable of Sir R. W. B. 

Jardinc, and is now seven years old. His racing 

record shows liim a winner under heavy burdens at 
distances between one mile and two luih's and a 
half. .And back of this record Sea King has the 
strongest of pedigr(*es. Persimmon, his sire, a son 
of St. Simon and Perdita. was the first Derby win- 
ner and the greatest race horse King Edward VII. 
owned. The year Persimmon won the Iku'by — 189f. — 
he also took the St. L<‘ger. .An elder brother of 
Persimmon, norizel II.. got VolCKlvovski. winner 
in the colors of AVilli.im W hitney of tlic Derby of 
1901. ami a younger brother. Diamond Jubilee, w*m 
the Two Thousaml Guineas, the Derby and the St. 
lK*ger (the coveted triple eroWii), of 1900. An- 
oth<*r lirother, Sandringham, w.ts brought to this 
country by .Mr. Whitney and liad a fair degree of 
success at Brorikdale Stud. .Angelus and Roval 
Tourist were sons of Saiidringbam. ‘ I 

III essential particulars, the liead of the Oak 
Ridge Stud leaves nothing to be desired in individu- 
ality. He stands sixteen hands two inclK*s on ids 
plates, altlioiigh , he does not seem so tall at first 
glance bi'causc he is well proportional, and he tips 
tlie iienm at 1.12,5 |>onnUs. Before he attains his 
tenth .veur Sea King will weigh all of 1.2.50 (Kumds. 
His sturd.v, handsomel.v formed iM*ck rises with just 
the suggestion of an arch frfun a pair of perfectlv 
moulded sloping shoulders and snpiMjrts a head of 
generous^ proportions witli unusual breath of fore- 
head. ,8«*a King is a stallion of enormous girth 
strong ribbed and sliort backed, altbough lie stands 
over a deal of ground. 

.Monsieur de L’Ornie, son of Orme and Ladv .As- 
plKKlel. by Hampton, out of .lersey Lily, bv *Beau- 
elerc, is a closely inbred stallion* of the Ormonde 
stock. An injury sustained as a two-year-old which 
left a scar on the right shoulder preventeil Mon- 
sieur de L'Orme from racing in 1902 when he was 
tliree years old, but be is a horse of ample size, 
gooilly proportions and oonstiintional soundness, and 
.Mr. R.van intends that he .shall have a fair chance 
at Oak Ridge. Monsieur de L'Orme was shipped 
from Kentucky in poor condition, but he has im- 
pr<*ved notalily under go<Hi treatment. Seven two 
year-olds that will carry the Oak Ridge Stud colors 
during (he coining season are sons and daughters 
of Monsieur do L'Orme. and they are a sturdv. well 
grown lor. The .Monsieur de L'Orme foals* of last 
year are five in numlier. They will Ik? two-vear-oids 
next January, and .Mr. Ryan will race ‘such as 
prove worthy. 

Ellistlale. a highly tried s-m of W'atercress and 
La Priinera, was purchased by Mr. Ryan at the 
time he lionght Monsieur de L’Orme, because he was 
the only Watercress horse of suitable (*onformatIon 
available. .Mr. Ryan wanted Waterbov. but Mr. 
Haggin would not sell. Ellisdale. a foal of l9m. 
was traiiuMl in IIMXJ and 1!H>7 by Matt Allen for 
.Tames B. Braily, and showed handsomely in private 
trials. Ho was not, liowever. a brilliant race horso 
.nnd. l»ccaus«‘ of tliat, .Mr. Ryan intends him for 
service with the Irish hunter mares he imported in 
1910 with the stallion Sea King. Mr. Rvaii, it turns 
out. asked for a price on the famous sta'llion. Flving 
Fox. but his representative was informed that ‘this 
noted hor.-Jc was not for sale.

HORSE NEEDS OF THE ARMY. 

.Major Henr.v '1'. Allen, at the recent SiK)rt.sm'’n " 
Dinner at the \A aldorf-.Astoria. told some interesting 
facts of horse e.uiditions in the arni.v. and what had 
lK*en doiM' for <port at the different posts. In sni> 
stance he sai«l: 

•'Tonight, wlien we are liere to do honor to King 
Horse, when we are als4> dotting «mr hats to larg 
numlK'rs of the ro.val braneh of the family as they 
take their departure for foreign countries, we hear 
of a pro|Misitioii in Congress to diminish the regulir 
eavalvy ..f the Criite.l States by one third, leaving a 
country of sipiare miles which, with its de 

peiidoiicit V. |;;,s loo.tMMi.ooo |K*ople. with a iiandfni 
of lavalry i»f ton r»*giiiieiits. As patriots and a- 
sportsmen 1 ••arn«‘.>llv invite your attention to tli.-ii 
pioi»osaI. 

"It is hardly worlli while for me to t«‘ll you of tin 
great dittieiiliy the state*; have in maintaining niiMGa 
eavalry and tt«*bl artillery, and «.f the time p-quire I 
to so train horses ami men tli.it they can act to 
get her as an offensive military weapon. It Is iust 
as important to linvc on lian<l a supply of <-;ivaIry 
and hold artillery as it is to liavi- a r«*serve of ritte< 
ami cartridges, and espeeially is this true in the 
early stages of war. 

• rie- ratio ot 4iiir first line eavalry to onr first lim* 
infnotr.v f'li tnobili/.at ion aln-atly U*ss than in Frane.-. 
Germany. Russia or Fngland, whereas our enormous 
stret.-h.s and various other considerations demand 
that our pr.iportion Ik* larger than in otlier eouiitries. 

".My reasons f4*r appearing as a quasi-s|)e;iker is 
dm* to tb - belief b.v S4 in.‘ that a slmrt st<iry ipiglit 
1 h* (••Id •.! sport in Dm- army. Tlier** is no feature ••!■ 
inounf*‘d sport in whieh (he aniiv. and csp.-,inllv 
tin* inotimeil bramlies. should not be interested. 
What for many of y.ni is purely siH»rt and ideasiip* 
Is for ns ill addition a dut.v iiilimatel.v allie«| with 
our ettiei.-ncy ami our worth to the’ g..\ernment. 
Fndcr thesi* conditions every iinKinted ni.-iii slioubl 
be keenly interested in that wbicb 3’ou geutlemcn 



assembled here tonight in sucli large miiiilK*rs stands 
for. 

"The horse and liouml racing .-ind chasing should 
be ill existence ;it every post in the anu.v wln rc 
(hole arc mounted timtps. insti'.-id of at conipara 
tivcl.v few |K*sts. as at present. The progress wo 
are making is, howi*v('r, very significant, and it is 
attributable osscntiall.v to two causes — the enor- 
mous encouragement yon gentlemen have given ns 
in numerous ways, and the cordial support of the 
present Secretary of War and Chief of Staff. Gen- 
eral la onard Woo<l. by his precept ami example, lias 
I set a pace nnequaled b.v any chief of staff or com- 
manding general, and the results will surely eventu- 
ate in better otticers. better horses and better service. 

"Steeplechasing. — During the past twelve months 
.ininpiug iK*ns, and in many cases steeplechase 
ctairses. have lieen ordered constructed at all tiosts 
where there are mounted troops. In this same direc- 
tion more activity will be inaugurated during the 
c.iining year, for it is the intention of the denart- 
ment to have ever.v commanding officer of mounted 
regiments lead all his officers over .a course of al>out 
three miles with obstacles within a reasonably fast 
time. 

"Our officers have p.articipated against each other 
f«*r lilKTal prizes offered by various associations at 
lielm.'int Park Terminal. Brookline. Rose Tree, at 
Mr. AVidener's place. Laurel, Richmond and Pimlico, 
At the latter place they were emboldened to try 
issue in one of the open amateur classes. The re- 
.sult was very satisfactory. It goes without saying 
that the interest awakened here in the east is 
spreading to all our garrisons wherever they be. 

"Polo has i»een material l.v improved, especially in 
the Philippines, in the Hawaiian Islands, at Fort 
Riley and at Fort Sam Houston. It now seems prob- 
able that there will be tournaments at Fort Riley, 
Fort Sam Houston, and also at Washington. The 
three best teams will then compete at AVashington. 
ami from all of these players an army team will be 
selected to comi>ete at Narragansett this .vear. Un- 
der the proposed polic.v of keeping fewer regiments 
of cavalry in the Philippines, whence no horses nor 
polo ponies cun, under any circumstances, be brought 
back, array polo should be greatly improved, and I 
predict (inodestl.v, l>e it said) that within three 
years from this date we will have army represeuta- 
ti«»n at the international matches. 

"In the horse shows our officers have participated 
with iiicr**nsing skill: hut, as we started at a very 
low rung in the ladder, it is natural that some time 
will be required in reaching the rungs near the top, 
I iKdieve you will agree with mo that our progress 
has lK?en ‘something. The future should show con- 
tinued improvement in that direction. At these 
shows our efforts have, in the main, been directed 
toward inenleating in the minds of our officers and 
of the public what we believe should be the appenr- 
anc«* of chargers ami service horses and what train- 
ing th(‘v should possess. 

"Fifth Olympiad. — It may be that we will bav^ 
no representation at Ol.vmpia this year, but w*e will 
Ik* represented at Madison Square and also at the 
I'ifth Olympiad in Stockholm. For the latter the 
('hairman of the Militarj- Committees of both houses 
of Congress have pi-oiuised to provide for the ex- 
penses. That is a long and valuable step for us. 
but it doi*s not logically follow that this cousideni- 
tion would occur again. 

"In this connection, it seems to me that we should 
increase onr efforts in the general campaign of edn- 



caliou, having as its coiniiion purpose the better- 
ment of tin* horse and of the iinrsemaii. Natiirall.v 
that t.'Miches (lie army vitally, but we need inueli 
assistance in bringing (he iiuportani'O <*f Hie .sub- 
jeet so forcibly (<* our people at large (hat the red 
hbHHl of their beings and their |»ride ef race will 
<loiiiinal<‘ anaemic supineiM*ss and niggardly parsi- 
mony. .As a rule, (\mgrcss cannot travel far In ad- 
vance of public sentiment. If there were no such 
valuable returns as our serviee sceiires for the small 
outlay of money involved, I should still say that in 
the name of sport our great country sh^mld yield to 
no other in its representation at international 
contests.
